WASHINGTON () — Secre- 
tary of State Marshall said today 
the United States will do every- 
thing possible in the Berlin crisis | 
“to-reach an acceptable solution | 
and “to avoid the tragedy of war| 
for the world.” 

At a news conference, Marshall | 
was told that there is presently | 
a widespread fear of war in the} 
world over the Berlin crisis be- | 
tween Soviet Russia and the West- 
ern Powers.

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Events Move Rapidly in Berlin Crisis 
As World Stands in Fear of Another War 


In blockaded Berlin and in the diplomatic capitals of 
the world events are moving very rapidly these days—too 
rapidly for a world which has not even begun to recover 
from the devastating impact of the last world war. 

Yet, today as Russia continues to tighten her reins 
around the German capital and ine United States threatens 
to push through with force if necessary, the talk of an- 
other war is being discussed freely everywhere. Europe, 
dispatches report, is in great fear that another war is not 
far away. 

It is extremely doubtful that we or any other country 
on the globe could survive another holocaust. There hasn't 
eve been time for nations to regain their ebbing strength 
and the bodies of many of our decd still lie buried in for- 
cign lands. Many of these men made the supreme sac- 
rifice firmly believing that the war which took their lives 
would bring to the world permanent peace so that their 
loved ones would not again have to face the agony of 
another war. Yet today. only three years later, we stand 
on the threshhold of another “Great Adventure,” if such 
it can be called. 

_ That both the Western Powers and Russia realize the 
disastrous results of another armed conflict between the 
major powers of the world is evident in the caution with 
which they are moving. An Associated Press story from 
Berlin yesterday reported that representatives of Britain, 
France, Belgium, the Netherlands and Luxembourg have 
agreed on a policy of caution in dealing with the Berlin 
crisis because of its “extremely grave” nature. At the 
same time the Soviets have offered to feed the western 


“Sections of blockaded Berlin with 100,000 tons of grain. 


Both of these are evidence that neither side is particularly 
anxious for war at this time. . 
The President, the army of occupation and our diplo- 


“mats are dealing with an extremely “powder keg” situation. 


A wrong move by us or the Russians could very likely 
bring upon us in much shorter time than most anybody 
expects the beginning of World War Ill. Certainly, no real 
American wants peace at any price but at the same time 
}t's essential that the future of this nation and the world 
be placed in the hands of sober and conscientious men. 
We have many of those kind of men already in our gov- 


ernment but more are desperately needed to deal with our 


increasing participation in world affairs. 

Ruszia must not be allowed to extend her influence so 
far that it would endanger the peace and security of the 
United States; At the same time we must be sure that 
the steps we take in coping with her expansion are just, 
‘both in our own eyes and those of the rest of the world. 
To break through the blockade by force would be virtually 
q@, declaration of war for no self-respecting power could 
afford not to meet the challenge. A better way would 
be to bring the entire crisis before the United Nations and 
the world. Only when that has failed can we turn to more 
drastic means. Until that time proceeding with caution 
seems to be the most advisable in every respect.
